AS dive activities become more so- 
rm‘ phisticated, we find ourselves in 
need of a better working knowledge 
about decompression tables and proce- 
dures. This is evidenced by the growing 
number of decompression aids now av- 


ailable on the market. Sport divers are 


going deeper, staying longer, and be- 
coming more vulnerable to bends than 
ever before. eae. 

It is now believed that the No Decom- 
pression Table is potentially the most 
dangerous of all decompression tables if 
improperly applied. 

The danger lies in the fact that a diver 
who follows this table ascends to the sur- 
face without taking any decompression 
stops at all. |f he has made any sort of 
error in bottom time computation, or has 
pushed his dive beyond the limits, the 
chances for a bends hit is greater than 


with the diver who has made a 


deeper/longer dive and took some de- 
compression at the required stops. Some 
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decompression time is better than none 
at all. 

To better explain the problem, let's go 
back a few steps to the source of the No 
Decompression Table. When the U.S. 
Navy Standard Air Decompression Table 
was developed years ago, the Navy con- 
servatively estimated a built-in error of 
five percent. Subsequent review of log- 
ged dives by Navy divers has revealed 
only a .6 percent error factor. However, it 
must be remembered that this reduction 
in the error factor is based on Navy div- 
ers, who were pre-scanned for medical 
problems, age, health, etc. 

Since the No Decompression Table is 
based on the Standard Air Decompres- 
sion Table, it is bound by the very same 
rules, procedures, and built-in error fac- 
tors. It certainly is no safer or no different 
than the Standard Table. 

Unlike the Navy diver, today’s sport 
diver does not have all the trimmings 
which go along with the Decompression 
Tables. There is no timekeeper to pre- 
cisely measure each diver’s descent 
time, bottom time, ascent time, and de- 
compression stop time. There is no mea- 
ical doctor to examine him prior to the 
dive, and there is no recompression 
chamber standing by. 

It has been observed that most sport 
divers fail to follow the prescribed ascent 
rate of 60 feet per minute. They have no 
way or instrument for gauging ascent 
speed, and invariably come up too fast. 
This is one of the key problems in using 
the No Decompression Table. 

Too many sport divers apply the No 
Decompression Table incorrectly by not 
adding their descent time to the total bot- 
tom time limit. 

Far too many sport divers are playing 
the No Decompression Table too close to 
its absolute limit. They leave themselves 
no safety margin for personal error or un- 
foreseen emergencies. Was the watch 
bezel prcisely set at the start of the dive? 
Was the bezel bumped or moved some- 
how during the dive? Is the depth gauge 
really accurate at depth? It’s these little 








things which can get a diver in trouble, 

and help push him beyond the safe limit. 

Furthermore, few sport divers realize 
how increased depth can amplify the 
danger factor. For example, a one or two 
minute error in bottom time computation 
at a depth of 90 feet could get you bent. 
But at a depth of 150 feet, the margin for 
error might be just a few seconds. The 
deeper you go, the more critical the tim- 
ing. And yet the deeper you go, the less 
likely you will be able to function precisely 
because of the dulling, numbing effect of 
nitrogen narcosis. : 

How can you utilize the No Decom- 
pression Table safely? Follow these steps 
and you may save yourself a lot of trouble 
and pain: | 
a) Be sure your watch is precisely set at 

the start of the dive and that your 
depth gauge is functioning accu- 
rately. Do not depend solely or com- 
pletely on any automatic decompres- 
sion device. Always use the U.S. Navy 
Tables as a backup. 

b) Be very sure you are following the 
prescribed ascent rate of 60 feet per 
minute. Use an anchor line or descent 
line to help gauge your speed. Prac- 
tice your ascent speed by timing 
yourself over a preset distance. It 
should take a full minute to come up 
from 60 feet. 

Cc) Spend a few minutes decompressing 
at 10 feet, whether you think you need 
it or not. It certainly cannot hurt you, 
but could help compensate for any 


errors or physiology problems of: 


which you may not be aware. If you 
come anywhere near the bottom time 
limit (within four or five minutes) dur- 
ing a No Decompression dive in the 
40 to 140 foot depth range, take a full 
five minutes decompression. 

It is the opinion of this magazine that 
sport divers should contain their diving to 
well within the limits of the No Decom- 
pression Table, and they should use this 
table wisely and conservatively. Leave 
decompression diving to the profession- 
als; they get paid for taking risks. >

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Lead Fumes — Toxic! 

In the Underwater Forum of the April 
‘79 issue of SDM, David Forsberg sug- 
gested that divers can save money by 
pouring their own lead weights. He also 
indicated that he used his kitchen stove 
to heat the lead and used an exhaust fan 
on “high.” 

As achemist involved in environmental 
biochemistry and a NAUI instructor, | 
want to warn everyone that this proce- 
dure is dangerous and life-threatening. 
Home exhaust fans are not equipped to 
remove toxic lead fumes. The fumes will 
not only immediately get into the person’s 
body, but lead will contaminate the resi- 
dence and result in long-term exposure. 
Lead must be poured out-of-doors, pref- 
erably in a light breeze. The diver should 
not breathe the lead fumes.

This species of aliciid, classified as an anthozoan, is referred 
to as the berried anemone — because of the clusters of mul- 
ti-hued, specialized cells found bunched and woven around 
its exterior stalk. These black, white and pink berrylike struc- 
tures identify this unique, dangerous sea creature. 

As a general precaution it is best to avoid any direct contact 
with these berries. They are extremely potent forms of nemato- 
cysts (stinging cells), capable of severely harming bare flesh.

A ten inch tall aliclid was observed at Riviera Beach, Florida 
at 30 feet in the summer of 1977. A four-inch specimen, be- 
lieved to be a juvenile, was viewed in a shallow area of the har- 
bor at Bonaire in September, 1978. It was found on the same 
rocky ledge on each of several night dives over a two week 
period, but was nowhere to be found during the day. 

Some night, under warm tropical waters, you also may be 
fortunate enough to experience the delicate and seductive 
beauty of pretty Alicia. Enjoy and be fascinated by its fragile 
appearance, but resist the temptation to touch. >»

What happens to the others in the class 
that are neglected by an overworked in- 
structor in his/her heavily overcrowded 
class and do not have the luxury of even 
an assistant’s help? People interested in 
taking a dive class are warned about 
many things to watch for in choosing a

DEMA STATISTICS 
RELEASED 


The attendance figures and survey 
Statistics have been compiled from the 
1979 DEMA (Diving Equipment Manu- 
facturers Assn.) Show, held January 
20-23 in New Orleans, Louisiana, and all 
indicators point to a dive business boom 
in the United States and abroad. More 
people are learning how to dive, more 
equipment is being bought and sold, and 
more divers are traveling to local and far- 
off places to pursue their U/W interests. 

DEMA recently announced that 1885 
persons representing 901 dive retailers 
from the United States and foreign coun- 
tries attended this year’s show. Within the 
U.S., 49 of 50 states were represented — 
all but New Hampshire — indicating a 
spread of underwater interest across the 
country. Twenty-eight foreign countries 
were represented. Some manufacturers 
reported as much as a 500 percent in- 
crease in sales over last year's DEMA 
show.

OUR READERS ASK 


eader R. L. Clements of Tauranga, 
New Zealand tells of a veteran diver 
who suffered spinal bends and, in spite 
of 48 hours of treatment, is still paralyzed 
below the waist and lacks bladder con- 
trol. Is there hope for improvement? 
Answer: Spinal hits occur frequently in 
divers who consistently break the law 
(i.e. the U.S. Navy tables), and occasion- 
ally in divers who do not, but have predis- 
posing factors. When a spinal hit does 
not respond well to initial recompression, 
it is usually improved by a course of hy- 
perbaric treatments lasting several 
weeks. Beyond that, slow, gradual im- 
provement often occurs over the next 
year or two. A lot depends on the victim's 
motivation — he or she must really con- 
centrate on a rehabilitation program. 
Although restoration of function cannot 
be guaranteed, the human organism is 
capable of tremendous adaptation. Dis- 
abilities which cause some to give up 





stimulate others to over achieve and 
come out ahead. 


MISBEHAVING HEART 

Mr. W. E. W. of Harrisburg, PA is 44 
years old and thoroughly enjoys scuba 
diving. Unfortunately, his heart misbe- 
haved last year because arteriosclerosis 
plugged up a coronary artery. A by-pass 
operation (installing a healthy vessel to 
carry blood around the block) has cor- 
rected the problem, and he claims com- 
plete recovery. His physical exam is nor- 
mal, and so is an EKG taken during exer- 


cise. He’s faithful to his diet, and takes 


two aspirins daily as prescribed. None- 
theless, his doctors hedge about allow- 
ing him to resume diving. 

Answer: You've opened a can of 
worms. It's controversial. Exercise and 
escape from everyday tensions are good 
for you, and diving can provide both. 
Your doctors would probably say yes to 
jogging, handball, and other sports. The 
chances are you'd have no trouble div- 
ing. Anyway, it’s your life, and shouldn't 
you have the right to decide? 

Before you do decide, think hard about 
the negative aspects. The factors that 
brought on your coronary obstruction 
might bring on another. Surely some are 
still operative; there’s not much you can 
do about heredity or the calendar. And 
others may become operative. Tensions 
can arise at home or at work, and diets 
seem made to be broken. Furthermore, 


‘there is evidence that people predis- 


posed to heart attacks are more likely to 
have them while diving than during simi- 
lar periods of topside activity. Finally, 
youd be less likely to survive an attack 
that occurred in the water. 

For these reasons and others, most au- 
thorities would discourage you from fur- 
ther diving. If you decide to dive anyway, 
be sure your buddy knows what to do 
and how to get help, just in case. 


SUB SNORKEL 

An ex-Navy submariner tells of serving 
long ago on a submarine that used a 
snorkel to provide air for its diesel en- 
gines when running just below the sur- 
face. Sometimes the snorkel would acci- 
dentally submerge. The diesels would 
then suck air from the sub’s interior until 
shut off, creating a partial vacuum that 
would last up to several minutes. Subse- 
quently the submariner developed a 
number of disorders including hyperten- 
sion, peptic ulcer, heart attacks, os- 
teoarthritis, and poor healing of a frac- 
ture. The question arose as to whether 
the repeated rapid decompressions may 
have been responsible. 

Answer: It’s true that one doesn't have 
to be a diver to suffer dysbarism (pres- 
Sure-related disorders). Here we have a 
submarine behaving like an altitude 
chamber or an airplane that loses its 
cabin pressure. Possible ill effects would 
be the same as for a diver ascending too

ALUMINUM TANKS TESTED 


Scuba tanks made of aluminum alloy 
6351-16 resist internal corrosion far bet- 
ter than steel, according to a report re- 
cently released by the University of 
Rhode Island Sea Grant program. This 
finding is based on a comparison of cor- 
rosion tests conducted on the two tank 
types by URI’s Scuba Safety Office, 
which has investigated scuba accidents 


since 1969. 


Results from the URI tests also indicate 
maintenance methods for the tanks 
which can prevent internal corrosion. For 
steel tanks, the group recommends stor- 
ing them under minimum pressure, up- 
right if possible. The interior should be 
checked at least once per year or more 
often if used regularly. 

In the tropics, tanks should be _in- 
spected every three months. Aluminum 
cylinders should also be stored upright 
under minimum pressure and, if storage 
is to be lengthy, the valve should be left 
unscrewed. 

In the case of either tank type, if a diver 
breathes the tank down to 0 psi, water 
may have entered. For that reason cyl- 
inders should be opened, washed out 
with fresh water and thoroughly dried.

Many 110 cameras will not focus closer 
than 5 feet, thus photographs must be 
taken at a distance of 5 feet or more. 
These distances are too great for opti- 
mum underwater photographs. Flash does 
almost nothing at distances greater than 
5 or 6 feet, plus the amount of water 
between camera and subject results in 
soft photographs. 


The TRIMCASE CLOSE-UP LENS will 
allow a subject to be photographed as 
close as 2 feet. Most cameras will be in 
focus from 2 feet to 5 feet when used

i ave you ever had 15 or 20 rolls of 
color slide film processed after 
returning from an extended diving trip, 
only to discover that almost every 
picture you took was incorrectly 
exposed? An overnight processing 
service for your first few rolls would have 
given you invajuable feedback at the 
time when you needed it, but this service 
is uSually nonexistent at remote resorts. 

You can, however, process your own 
test rolls of Ektachrome color slide film in 
your room. Once you know that your 
camera gear is functioning properly, 
and that your exposures are accurate, 
you can switch to Kodachrome if you 
wish, and take the balance of your film 
home for Kodak to process. 

If you do decide to take on the added 
burden of processing your own color 
slides, plan those first test rolls care- 
fully. If you don’t remember your aper- 
tures and strobe-to-subject distances, 
you won't learn much. Force yourself to 
take the first six to nine shots on each 
roll very methodically. Choose a sta- 
tionary Subject and bracket your 
exposures the same way each time. 


THE KODAK PINT E-6 KIT 

The kit, in the original Kodak package, 
weighs slightly less than five pounds, 
measures 6.5 x 7 x 9.5 inches, and 
contains enough concentrated 
chemicals to process up to eight rolls of 
35mm, 36 exposure Ektachrome. The 

.film is processed two rolls at atime ina 
pint-size, daylight developing tank (not 
furnished with the kit). 

If you are new to processing or if you 
fared poorly in your high school chem- 
istry class, the contents of the kit could, 
at first glance, generate fear in your 
heart. But the E-6 process Is deceptively 
simple — especially when compared to 
the previous E-4 processing system. If 
you can follow cookbook instructions, 
you can process your Ektachrome color 
slides. There is no artistry to it — only ex- 
plicit adherence to step-by-step 
instructions. 

Twelve pages of clear, complete direc- 
tions are packaged with the kit, so we 
won't parrot the Kodak instructions word 
for word in this article. Rather, we will give 
you an overview of the processing proce- 
dure so you can decide if you wish to 
invest your time and money in the 
system, and will point out some of the 
short cuts and special considerations 
(not covered in the directions) for the 
traveling U/W photographer. 


MIXING AND STORING 
CHEMICALS 

You will need seven containers that 
will hold at least one pint each, a method 
of measuring exactly one pint in these 
containers, and fresh water. If the water 
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in your room is brackish, get a few 
gallons of fresh water from the resort 
kitchen. All of the concentrated 
chemicals are in liquid form. You fill the 
pint containers part way with water, pour 
in the chemical slowly, and then fill to 
exactly one pint. Note: Kodak’s 
directions specify the initial amount of 
water in ounces, but we have “eye- 
balled” these measurements with good 
results. If you don’t have a Stirring rod, 
carefully swirl the contents while slowly 
adding the concentrate. Be especially 
careful not to add the color developer 
(part B) too quickly. 

While glass containers allow you to see 
the contents clearly, and allow faster 
temperature adjustment, they are too 
fragile and cumbersome to pack for 
traveling. Collapsible, plastic containers 
— that are light and easy to pack — are 
available at camera stores. However, if 
sending your kids or spouse on a 
scavenger hunt through the resort's trash 
cans doesn’t embarrass you, any bottles 
that can be cleaned will do, providing 
that their necks are wide enough to allow 
you to pour liquids in and out easily. 
Pieces of plastic bag held over the tops 
with rubber bands will do in place of lids. 

Once mixed, the chemicals can be 
kept for several days. But don’t plan on 
keeping chemicals in large, half-filled 
bottles for more than a few days in warm 
climates. Kodak’s recommended life- 
span for each chemical, under various 
conditions, is included with the 
directions. 

You must be able to label each con- 
tainer. Avery labels and pencil marks 
covered with clear, plastic tape survive 
hot water amazingly well, and so will 
masking tape and ballpoint pen. With 
transparent containers, include a mark to 
show the correct liquid level for one pint. 
Note: The bleach bottle contains eight 
ounces, and two bleach bottles of water 
could be used to establish the pint level. 
The point is to go prepared — it may 
even be difficult to find a pencil in 
some resorts! 





LOADING THE TANK 
You will need two film reels, a pint - 
developing tank, a bottle opener 
(church-key type), scissors, and either a 
dark bag or a darkened room. The film 
cassettes are opened with the bottle 
opener, the film leaders are cut off with 
the scissors, the film is threaded onto the 
reels, and the reels are placed inside the 
developing tank — all in total darkness. 
A stainless steel tank and reel set are 

your best choice because a pint of 
chemicals will completely cover both ~ 
reels of film. Most of the plastic tank and 
reel systems we've seen require slightly 
more than a pint of liquid to completely 
cover the top reel — even though some 
of these were described as being ‘pint 
tanks” by the salesperson. Thus, a 
plastic tank may limit you to processing 
only one roll (on the bottom) of film ata 
time with the pint E-6 kit. If you have a 
plastic tank, experiment with a pint of 
tap water to see if both reels (without film) - 
are covered.

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A dark bag is made of black material, 
has a special light-tight zipper and has 
openings for your arms. You open the 
cassettes and load the reels and tank 
with your hands and equipment inside 
the bag. However, in humid climates, 
your hands and the film may become 
damp with perspiration which can 
damage the film emulsion and make it 
almost impossible to load the film onto a 
stainless steel reel. 

You may be able to darken the closet 
or bathroom enough for film loading at 
night. Sitin the darkened room for at least 
five minutes to let your eyes adjust to the 
dark. (Some friends may think that this 
behavior is peculiar, but they'll show 
envy when they see your processed 
slides.) If you can see your hands, 
the room isn’t dark enough. A buddy can 
hold a blanket over a door or window for 
the few minutes it takes you to load the 
film. Very small light leaks around the 
door won't affect your film if you keep 
your back to the door and shield the film 
so that no light strikes it. Once the loaded 
reels are safely inside the closed devel- 
oping tank, you can turn on the lights. 

Practice loading film on reels ahead of 
time at home! Perhaps the camera store 
has some out-of-date film which it will 
give you without charge or sell very 
cheaply. You won't be taking pictures 
with this film — itis for practice: Open the 
cassette with the bottle opener, trim the 
leader and practice loading the film on 
the reel in daylight So you can see what is 
happening. Practice until you can load 
the film quickly and correctly with your 
eyes shut. If the layers of film buckle on 
the reel, the pictures will be ruined 
wherever the layers of film touch. 


GETTING CHEMICALS 
TO TEMPERATURE 

Use a hot water bath to get the seven 
containers of chemicals and the wash 
water up to temperature. The first devel- 
oper must be within a half degree of 100° 
F, the color developer must be within two 
degrees of 100°, and the other chemicals 
and wash water must be between 92° 
and 102°. 

lf your sink isn’t large enough, use a 
plastic dishpan, the bathtub, or even 
your water-tight camera case. You will be 
adding hot water to maintain tempera- 
ture, SO you must be able to drain or bail 
water from the bath. You will also need at 
least two quarts of clean fresh water for 
the washes. A small waste basket can be 
used to hold the wash water, but it must 
be cleaned thoroughly. 

It will take 15 or more minutes to get the 
water bath and chemicals stabilized at 
the proper temperature. Don’t rush this 
step! Let the thermometer sit in the first 
developer long enough to provide an 
accurate reading. 
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PROCESSING THE FILM 

Processing is the easy part. You will 
pour chemicals from the storage con- 
tainers into the developing tank, and 
back from the tank to the containers, at 
the time intervals given in the in- 
structions. You can do this with the lights 
on because the daylight-type developing 
tank has light-tight baffles built into the 
lid. Allow time to pour out the chemicals, 
and let the tank drain for ten seconds 
before the time for each step is up. Prac- 
tice this ahead of time (without film) with 
ordinary water before you mix 
the chemicals. 

Timing Is important — especially with 
the first developer. Use a stop watch, a 
timer, or have a buddy keep time during 


the processing. But if you work together, 
don’t talk! |t is too easy to lose track of 
how many minutes went by. We have our 
timing instructions recorded on a tape 
cassette. Our tape begins, “Prepare to 
pour the first developer .. . Pour now 

” Kodak also supplies a tape cassette 
— the Kodeword™ Darkroom Audio 
Cassette — which “talks you through” 
E-6 processing. The tape system is 
great, if you have a miniature cassette 
player. And if you get behind, don't 
panic. With most steps — other than the 


_ first developer — you can turn the tape 


off (or stop timing) and leave the 
chemical in the tank for a few extra 
moments if you're confused. 

No parties during processing! It only

takes 37 minutes, so kick everyone out. 
No kids, no beer and no reading. 


DRYING THE FILM 

After processing, remove the film from 
the reels andhang it up to dry. The drying 
area must be dust free — the bathroomis 
usually the best location. Keep the door 
and window shut, and try to keep traffic in 
and out of the room to a minimum be- 
Cause air currents carry dust. A lady’s 
hosiery hanger can be used to suspend 
the film from the shower curtain rod. 
These hangers have a clothes pin at one 
end and a clothes hanger hood at the 
other end. Use additional clothes pins to 
weight the lower ends of the film to 
prevent the strips from curling. 


Avoid the temptation to handle and 
inspect the film while it is still wet. The 
emulsion is soft, and you can’t repair a 
nick or scratch in its surface. Don't panic: 
Until it is completely dry, the film will 
appear to be underexposed and will 
have a yellowish color cast. Drying 
should take a couple of hours, but you 
can dry the film with a hair dryer (warm, 
not hot air) in about 10 or 15 minutes. 


CUTTING AND STORAGE 

Commercial negative files are your 
best bet for protecting your processed 
film. Cut the strips into length of no more 
than six frames each, and insert these 
short strips into the negative files. Merely 
placing the short strips into an envelope 





is easier and cheaper, but the strips: 
could rub together and scratch — 
especially if loosely packed in a vibrating 
aircraft during the trip home. 

Be careful when handling the 
unmounted film — hold it by the edges 
only! If dust particles dried on the 
emulsion, don't try to wipe them off with 
commercial film cleaner and cotton. 
Soak the film in stabilizer (one of the 
processing chemicals) for about five 
minutes, and then gently try to wipe the’ 
particles off with a fingertip. And when 
you get home, carefully cut your best 
slides from the strips and mount them in 
plastic or cardboard slide mounts which 
are available at most camera stores. 


TRANSPORTING THE E-6 KIT 

If you are driving to the dive location, 
transporting the E-6 kit poses no prob- 
lems, assuming that you have packed 
the glass containers carefully. But if you 
are flying to a distant resort, there could 
be a problem. Kodak recommends that 
you ship the E-6 kit — by surface trans- 
portation — to the resort ahead of time. 
Because the chemicals are marked 
“hazardous,” the FAA takes a dim view of 
your carrying them aboard an aircraft, 
and the chemicals can't be mailed with 
the U.S. Post Office. 

We recommend writing to the tourist 
department of the area where you intend 
to travel and ask for the names and 
addresses of the local camera shops. If 
they con't stock E-6 kits, you may be able 
to arrange to have an E-6 kit ordered and 
waiting for you, but begin your negotia- 
tions months ahead of time. Some photo 
stores near international airports have 
experience in shipping photographic 
chemicals. Mileo Photo Supply, 2105 
Ponce De Leon Blvd., Coral Gables, FL 
33134, for example, has experience in 
shipping E-6 chemicals to Caribbean 
locations, and has shipped E-6 
chemicals to Grand Cayman, BWI, for us 
on several occasions. 


CONCLUSION 

Now that you have an overview of E-6 
home processing, we strongly recom- 
mend that you purchase.a kit and prac- 
tice at home before attempting to 
process in the field. As for costs, here are 
some average prices (which will vary with 
quality and location): two reels and a 
tank, $12.00; collapsible containers, 
$2.95 each; dial thermometer, $19.95; 
dark bag, $11.95; magnifying lupe, 
$3.95 or more; E-6 Kit, $17.40; negative 
files, $0.25 each; and Kodak slide 
mounts are $3.75 for a package of 100. 
We assume you already have most of the 
other items, such as scissors, can open- 
er, clothes pins or hosiery hangers. -s»

66 wim five feet toward 
shore, drop down and 
you'll be right on it,” | heard 
over the loud hailer. “Okay, 
Betty, descend now.” Sliding 
effortlessly down a huge 
piece of bull kelp that hung 
limp in the slack current, | 
could hardly believe it when 
John and | landed directly on 
the backbone of the wreck of 
the clipper ship America just 
offshore from San Juan Island. 
Veteran dive boat skipper Cal 
Longstaff had done it again. 

Probably the oldest — yet 
newest — dive boat on the 
San Juan Island dive scene in 
the Pacific Northwest is the 103 
foot, 96 ton Zumbrota — su- 
perbly outfitted for divers from 
her Mako K-15 compressor 
right through to her skipper 
Cal. Though the boat is new to 
the area, Cal is no stranger: 
He has been taking divers to 
the San Juan Islands for the 
past seven years, and before 
that, he took dive charters out 
of San Diego. 

With equal expertise, Cal 
will guide you to sunken 
wrecks or exquisite game or 
photography spots. If you 
want to collect abalone, 
Spearfish or photograph soft 
coral, this colorful, rich inland 
sea is protected from open 
ocean surge, is easy to dive 
and the Zumbrota is a mar- 
velous charter. 

As John and | drift slowly 
onto Reid Rock near Friday 
Harbor, everything is alive. 
Maroon feathery bottom kelp 
hides abalones under its 
bright fronds as swimming 
scallops, which we see so 
often in the San Juans, clap up 
around us. Kelp greenlings 
play. Pink, lavender and green 
brooding anemones cover the 
white and yellow rocks. Put- 
ting my hand on the side of the 
rock to slow my descent, | 
touch a red Irish lord. We con- 
tinue down onto frilly white plu- 
mose anemones spilling over 
into an underwater valley like 
gigantic white puffs of 
whipped cream. The site is 
peaceful. Bright. Alive. 
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At Goose Island 15 or 20 
seals slip into the water as we 
do. Working our way down 
over the irregular rocky bot- 
tom glinting with purple and 
green bottom kelp, we see 
kelp greenlings, masses of 
giant barnacles, giant red and 
small green urchins. A galaxy 
of anemones in various colors: 
pale green, lemon yellow and 
red with pink and white polka- 
dotted tops. There are also 
three inch high yellow stag- 
horn bryozoans in knobby 
clusters, purple tube worms

and a bright orange hermit 
crab peeping from a shell. 

Another site, another mes- 
sage: schools of black rock- 
fish swim past as we drop onto 
the reef just west of Blakely Is- 
land for our last dive of the 
weekend. A lingcod looks out 
of a hole. Sea peaches, a 
couple of rock scallops and 
some soft red sponges cling 
to the silt-covered, irregularly 
layered rocks. Ron Terry and 
Bill Tewalt pass with a lingcod 
they've speared. Continuing 
down, John and | see quill- 
back rockfish hiding in small 
silty caves and ledges. Green- 
lings. Giant barnacles. A cab- 
ezon. No octopus this trip, but 
maybe next time. 

The Zumbrota cruises at 12 
knots to some of the richest 
dive sites in the world: wrecks, 


reefs and drop-offs where you 
can explore, collect food and 
take photographs. Weekend 
charters allow time for after- 
dive sightseeing on land, as 
well, wherever you tie up for 
the night: Rosario Resort 
Hotel on Orcas Island where 
you can see the ornate bow- 
sprit saved from the America; 
Victoria and Sidney, British 
Columbia; and Lopez Island 
are some usual stops. 

Divers who know San Juan 
waters will also enjoy just 
being on board this vintage 


yacht. Built in 1918 for one of 


the Ringling brothers, it was 
named after a big circus ele- 
phant. In 1922 the vessel 
came to the West Coast and in 
1929 became a pleasure craft 
for the likes of Mae West and 
Douglas Fairbanks, Senior. 
After serving the U.S. Navy in 
the war effort, it was used as 


a fishing charter and then for 
diving off the California coast. 

Today the Zumbrota oper- 
ates out of La Conner, Wash- 
ington, one hour north of Seat- 
tle. With a bunk for every pas- 
senger and a complete galley, 
it makes diving the Pacific 
Northwest a real pleasure 
cruise. And you can dive as 
much as the repetitive tables 
will allow. 

The boat accommodates 
up to 20 divers plus 8 or 10 
non-divers with a 34 bunk ca- 
pacity and crew of four. Cal 


Longstaff and his crew are de- 
voted to delivering what’s 
promised: ‘All you can eat. All 
you can dive.” It’s a good way 
to see the San Juans.

A participant sport that consistently 
loses half the people it attracts is basi- 
cally in a hold position, says Dennis J.

Dealer inquiry invited 
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he first time | saw one, | had my 

doubts. How could | possibly trust 
my $500 motor drive, 35mm SLR camera 
to this little plastic bag? A dozen test 
dives later | was singing a different tune. | 
had used this incredibly simple, but safe, 
housing at depths ranging from 10 to 60 
feet with nary a leak and actually got 
some sharp pictures to boot! 

Although the EWA-Marine housing is 
not a new idea, it does offer several new 
_ features. The bag itself is made of a soft 
but durable double-laminated, heat- 
welded PVC. It is fully transparent and yet 
extremely resistant to punctures or abra- 
sions. There is a total of 15 different sizes 
and configurations which will fit just about 
every popular camera on the market 
today. Eight of the models are designed 
for still cameras — from a basic 35mm 
SLR to a large format 2% x 2%. There are 
another seven models specifically de- 
signed for movie cameras — from Super 
8’s to professional 16mm units. 

Perhaps the most important feature of 
the EWA-Marine is that every bag is 
equipped with two permanently sealed 
optical glass ports. The one on the front of 
the bag accommodates the lens and the 
one on the rear accommodates the view- 
finder. Although the bag is plastic, you 
are shooting through an optical glass port 
like those on more expensive profes- 
sional housings. 

Another unique feature of the EWA- 
Marine still camera bag is a built-in glove 
which allows the diver to conveniently 


operate almost all of the cameracontrols. - 


The glove is permanently bonded to the 
wall of the bag and Is flexible enough for 
good dexterity. 

The camera is inserted into the bag via 
a large opening at the top. Two long stain- 
less steel rails form a tight-fitting flange 
which seals the opening. The seal is 
closed tightly by means of two thumb 
screws which clamp the edge of the bag 
absolutely watertight. The simplicity of 
design and ease of operation make the 
EWA-Marine easy for anyone to use. 

For SKIN DIVER’s open water test, the 
newly introduced Minolta XG-7 all- 
electric automatic 35mm camera was 
used. This sophisticated 35mm SLR pro- 
vides automatic shutter speed selection,

read-outs. It is also equipped with a 
power autowinder for rapid film advance. 
The user need only select the optimum 
aperture setting, aim the camera and 
push the trigger button. With such fine 


electronics it is hard to go wrong. Our 


choice of lens was a24mm 2.8 Rokkor X. 

We started our dives in shallow water, 
working our way deeper until we had 
reached 60 feet. One thing the user im- 
mediately discovers is that the buoyancy 
of the bag must be pre-set on the surface 
before the dive. For example, much of the 
air in the bag should be squeezed out if 
you are planning a shallow dive in 5 to 15 
feet of water. However, if you are plan- 
ning a dive to 30 feet or more, it is wise to 
trap as much air in the bag as possible. 

Because the bag is more or less a uni- 
versal size designed to fit many different 
camera models, the two lens ports don't 
necessarily line up for each and every 
camera. It makes it alittle difficult at times 
to keep the camera lens pushed up 
against the front lens port while attempt- 
ing to jockey the rear view port in line with 
the viewfinder. The task becomes easier 
as you gO deeper and the air within the 
bag becomes compressed. Still another 
discovery is that the user should place his 
or her hand into the operating glove at the 
surface. At depth it becomes difficult to 
either insert or remove your hand from the 
glove because of the compression 
around this intricate cavity. During all 12 
dives we never once experienced a leak 
or any other difficulty with the bag. 

One hint which might prove helpful on 
those hot muggy days is to insert a cou- 
ple of packets of silica gel in the housing 


to prevent condensation. Warm, humid 
surface air will start to condense because 
of the cooler temperatures frequently 
found at depth. The silica gel will prevent 
fogging of the camera lens. 

In conclusion, | would highly recom- 
mend the EWA-Marine for beginning un- 
derwater photographers who do not want 
to make a major investment in camera 
housings. The EWA-Marine sells for $49 
up to $85 depending upon size and 
shape. The model we were using for the 
Minolta XG-7 sells for $59. Incidentally, 
experienced underwater photographers 
might find the EWA-Marine a handy 
backup housing in case a regular one 
malfunctions. The bag folds flat and 
packs well in just about any suitcase. 

For best results, the EWA-Marine 
should be used in shallow water where 
there is amaximum amount of light, color 
and contrast. Depths from 5 to 15 feet are 
ideal, thus making this housing a perfect 
accessory for snorkelers. The EWA- 
Marine is basically a housing for available 
light photography, as there are no exter- 
nal connections for an underwater flash. 
Some models will accommodate a mini- 
strobe inside the plastic bag but the re- 
sults may prove less than satisfactory. A 
flash positioned so close to the camera 
lens invites backscatter problems. 

The EWA-Marine works with automatic 
SLR cameras such as the Minolta XG-7. 
Automated controls reduce the need for 
internal adjustments and make it much 
easier to use this flexible housing. There 
is no question about it, the EWA-Marine is 
a novel and effective approach to inex- 
pensive underwater photography. >»

COUSTEAU SOCIETY 
PROGRAM 


Captain Jacques-Yves Cousteau and 
his son Philippe, directors of the non- 
profit Cousteau Society, have an- 
nounced plans for a unique instruction 
program designed to involve beginning 
divers in protection of the sea. Formu- 
lated in association with the major dive 
instruction organizations,. The Cousteau 
Society Marine Awareness Program rep- 
resents the first joint project undertaken 
by the U.S. based environmental educa- 
tion society and the diving community. 

The program will consist of a flexible 
teaching kit for local dive instructors, 
complete with Calypso photos from 
around the world and information about 
the current health of the world ocean. 
Additional materials in the kit will enable 
instructors to create their own one-hour 
lesson, focusing on safety as well as con- 
cern for the undersea habitat. 
~ To promote diver involvement, the new 
Cousteau Society Marine Awareness 
Program will explain undersea life-sup- 
port systems, focusing on the impact of 
human interference and suggesting al- 
ternatives. The lesson emphasizes the 
slogan “Be Aware” — as a prescription 
for halting undersea abuses, but also as 
a means of increasing personal safety 
while diving, through increased know- 
ledge of undersea circumstances. 

Writing in the October, 1978 issue of 
SKIN DIVER, Jacques Cousteau de- 
scribed divers as the ‘‘natural wardens of 
the sea.” They are the first witnesses to 
its decline, he observed. “The expe- 
riences | so passionately introduced to 
my children may not be available to my 
grandchildren. The seemingly ‘endless 
wildlife scenes portrayed in Silent World 
are disappearing everywhere. We divers 
are witnessing the demise of the pre- 
cious wilderness we discovered ... All 
of us who have actually been in the sea 
must unite to save it for our children.” 

The Cousteau Society announcement 
indicated that the new Marine Awareness 
kits, which will include patches, decals, 
certificates, and other materials, would 
probably be available directly from in- 
structor organizations. >»

It never 
needs battery replacement or special ad- 
justments. It requires no maintenance or

nal operation continues to keep time. 
When the watch is recharged, the display 
read-out will show the correct time and 
calendar without any adjustment. 

There are five different read-outs: hour, 
date, weekday/seconds, leap year/ 
speed, and seconds. The read-outs are 
bright red, light-emitting diodes (LED's) 
and are activated by moving a sliding 
control bar magnet. Located on either 
side of the solar panel, these switches are 
spring loaded and return the magnet to 
off automatically when released. 

The watch has three built-in light inten- 
sities which automatically adjust to the 
ambient light conditions. The module it- 
self is slightly recessed within the stain- 
less steel case and is shaded for display, 
allowing easier reading in bright sunlight.

The Divemaster is easy to read under- 
water and is especially appreciated in- 
side a wreck or at night because of the 
bright LED read-out. The slightly reces- 
sed switch is not difficult to slide back 
while wearing dive gloves. And, only the 
right switch needs to be moved to read 
the time display. Moving the same switch 
forward will give the date display. The left 
switch will display the weekday/seconds 
and leap year/speed. By moving both 
switches forward you will get a display of 
the passing seconds. 

The only disadvantage we could ob- 
serve during open water tests is that the 
wearer must have one free hand to acti- 
vate the LED read-out. Also, the Divemas- 
ter does not have a bezel or elapsed time 
memory for calculating bottom time ac- 
cumulated or remaining. The user must 
make a mental note of the time at the start 
of the dive and subtract that number from 
the current read-out. 

The Divemaster is without.a doubt a 
watch that will last more than a lifetime 
and whether you dive with it or just wear it 
for everyday use, you can be sure it will 
always be accurate.

here comes a time in every div- 

er’s life when he looks out at 
a favorite dive spot and thinks to 
himself, ‘“That’s just too far to kick.” 
Or, his buddy will say, “We've got to 
find some other places to go, there 
are 50 divers here today.’ But, virgin 
spots are virgin because they are 


hard to get to and thus have not re- 
ceived the pressure or attention the 
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easier spots experience. It doesn't 
take an adventuresome diver long to 
reach the obvious solution: get your- 
‘self a boat. : 

Once that thought pops into your 
head it’s like a fever. When the fever 
strikes, you will start to view every- 
thing you see from a row boat to a 
100 foot motor cruiser as your po-

If you realize that diving is your pri- 
mary concern and you really don't 


_ want to spend a whole lot of time 
working on a boat, then you should — 
_ seriously consider an inflatable. It

use and yet demand only minimal 
maintenance to keep them in good 
working condition. To top it off, they 
are extremely safe and make a highly 
stable diving platform. 

An inflatable consists simply of a 
tube or series of connected tubes 
bent into a “U” or oblong shape. 


_ Some type of flooring is attached to 
_ the tubes to form a single unit — a 


boat. The tubes are compartmental- 
ized to form two or more separate air 
chambers. When inflated, these give 





the boat its shape and flotation. It is 
also these chambers which make 
the inflatable extremely safe. Each is 
sealed off so that if one is punctured 
the other(s) will keep the boat and its 
passengers afloat. 

Of course, there are inflatables 
and there are inflatables. There are 
those flimsy boats kids use in swim- 
ming pools. They are fun but not real- 
ly suitable for a diver’s needs. Then 
there are large, heavy duty rafts used 
for white water trios. They take fan- 
tastic amounts of punishment and 
last for years, but they don’t really fit 
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range in size from 10 to over 20 feet in 
length, with most around 12 to 17 
feet. They will take motors from 10 hp 
up to 100 hp. Motors are mounted on 
fixed wooden transoms — standard 
on all sport boat models. Sport boats 
can be set up with remote (wheel) 
steering and electric starters. 

If you anticipate pulling water ski- 
ers, traveling much more than about 
five miles, need speed and _ lots of 
power, then this is the design to con- 
sider. Sport boats take longer to set 
up because there are more things to 
put together: Flooring and keels add

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an inflatable as indicated by the man- 
ufacturer is not really indicative of a 
diver’s needs. The ideal method would 
be to take all the divers you anticipate 
carrying, and their gear, down to the local 
dealer and see what they will fit into. But 
that isn’t too practical. A rough idea can 
be determined by adding up the number 
of divers you plan to carry, multiply by two 
(for gear and tanks) and add one for the 
boatman. Thus if you and your buddy are 
all that you plan to carry, your minimum 
capacity should be five. That means five 
people inside the boat. Most pictures 
show passengers sitting on the tubes 
while underway but this is an unsafe prac- 
tice and should be avoided. When con- 
sidering the size you will need, gear plays 


a large part. You will be carrying equip- | 


ment for each diver plus motor, gas can, 
anchor and a couple hundred feet of line, 
Oars, repair kit, bump and amenities such 
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Explorer, Explorer IV 


as food, water, coffee or whatever else 
you like to have with you. These all take 
up space and should be considered. 


AIR CHAMBERS 

When selecting an inflatable boat, the 
number of air chambers is important. As 
mentioned, these are the flotation units of 
the boat. Even the most carefully built, 
heavy-duty inflatable can be punctured 
by spears, nails, barnacles and sharp 
rocks if hit just right. With multi-chambers 
the boat will keep some of its shape, even 
if one of the chambers is punctured, and 
you can get it back home. If only one 
chamber is intact, you will still have suf- 
ficient flotation, but it may be very diffi- 
cult to move the boat in the water. All 
manufacturers provide repair kits and a 
few people have made repairs while off- 
shore and pumped the boat back up with 
the portable foot pump. However, It is 





comforting to know you can make it home 
without having to go to such lengths. 


INFLATABLE MATERIALS 

Every inflatable suitable for diving and 
other family water sports is fabric sup- 
ported. This means that the basic mater- 
ial is a woven fabric coated with some- 
thing else. Older inflatables used cotton 
as the basic fabric but this has now been 
replaced with nylon, polyester and Hypa- 
lon. Some experimental work is being 
done with Kevlar, a new product, as the 
basic fabric but at present none of the 
Keviar products is generally available. 
Each of the fabrics used has some 
characteristic which caused the man- 
ufacturer to select it. Each can be woven 
with any of the others to meet a particular 
manufacturing specification. And each 
can be woven to meet various test 
strengths. This is usually given as a’ 
weight measure, indicated as ounces per 
yard, but is sometimes given in denier. It 
is easiest to remember that the higher the 
number, the heavier and stronger the 
material. The heaviest material will usu- 
ally be in the flooring; this will be listed 
separately: from the tube weight. 

The basic fabric is coated. with one or 
more protective products such as neo- 
prene, Hypalon, vinyl or polyurethane. 
These coatings (both inside and out) help 
keep air in the boats and serve to protect 
the basic fabric from abrasion, chemical 
attack and degradation by sunlight. It all 
sounds simple. But each manufacturer 
has extensive laboratory tests supporting 
each fabric and coating; and it is very 
difficult to determine which, if any, are 
really superior. A lot has to do with the 
Production techniques used with each 
fabric and coating: Each combination 
must be worked differently. Nylon coated 
with neoprene has been used for the 
longest period and the varying techni- 
ques and materials are attempts to im- 
prove on this combination. 


SEAM CONSTRUCTION 

Whatever the basic fabric and coating, 
it will come in sheets; these must then be 
formed into tubes and flooring. Thus, 
seam construction is a critical point. 
There are three types used in the man- 
ufacture of inflatables: edge seams, butt 
seams, and lap seams. The edge seam 
pulls the edges of the material together 
and then the edges are bonded, just like 
the seams of a wetsuit. The butt seam 
pulls the edges of the material together at 
a 90 degree angle to the shape and then 
the material is bonded. The lap seam 
has a portion of the material overlapping 
the other piece by an inch or so and then | 
it is bonded. This is considered to be the 
strongest seam although military specifi- 
cations often call for the butt seam. 

Once the seam has been made, it must 
be held together or bonded by some 
means. Two methods are used with in- 
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flatables, gluing or heat sealing. The glu- 
ing method uses a two part industrial 
adhesive. In heat sealing, heat is applied 
to the seam until the material partially 
fuses together. The bonding method is 
chosen because of the materials used 
rather than because one method is better 
than another. Some manufacturers use 
both, particularly with the butt seam. 

To protect a seam from abrasion and 
increase its strength, tape may be used 
both internally and externally. The inter- 
nal tape protects the seam from internal 
air pressure and reduces the potential for 
air loss from tiny holes not completely 
sealed by the bonding process. These 
internal tapes also help reduce the loss of 

air — which occurs with nearly all inflata- 

bles over time. Exterior taping helps re- 
tain the shape of the boat when inflated, 
and protects the seam from wear. 


TUBE DIAMETER 

The diameter of an inflatable’s tubes 
determines, to a great extent, the max- 
imum load-carrying ability. In general, the 
larger the tube the greater the safe load. 
The size of the tube will also determine 
how wet or dry the ride will be: The larger 
the tube size, the more protection offered 
from spray. But extreme tube sizes can 
also be a handicap. As tube size in- 
creases, there may well be a reduction in 
usable space. An increase in tube size 
also means more surface area for the 
wind to work against. An inflatable sits on 
the surface of the water almost like a cork 
and, like a cork, it can be easily blown 
about. Sport boats compensate some- 
what for this by providing keels, which 
tend to bite into the water. Dinghies, how- 
ever, have no keels and thus will usually 
have smaller tube diameters than com- 
parably sized sport boats. 


FILL PRESSURE 

Each manufacturer specifies the fill 
pressure needed for its inflatables. The 
range will usually be between 2 and 5 psi. 
This pressure is what is needed to pro- 
vide enough rigidity to maintain the 
shape of the boat without stretching the 
material. If the boat is not inflated to the 
correct pressure, it will tend to bend or 
snake in the water. This bending, both up 
and down and sideways, reduces the ef- 
ficiency of the boat and makes it handle 
and ride poorly. Until enough experience 
has been gained to judge the fill by feel, a 
pressure gauge is needed. 


CHOOSING AN INFLATABLE 

Now that you have some idea of what 
an inflatable is and how it is made, you 
can move on to the next step: gathering 
information about particular boats. Write 
to as many manufacturers as possible for 
all available information. Try to meet and 
talk with as many inflatable owners as you 
can. They can tell you about any prob- 
lems they have had and about features 
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of their boat which they like or dislike. 

The knowledge gained from reading 
and talking with people will prepare you 
for your next step: serious shopping. You 
should visit as many dealers and see as 
many different boats as possible. If the 
dealers offer you a ride, take them up on 
it. If possible, take control of the boat 
while underway. Try to get the feel of vari- 
ous models. 

While looking around at the various 


boats, ask the dealer two questions: 1) ° 


Will he let you jump up and down on the 
tubes while it is inflated, and 2) Will he fill 
to twice the recommended fill pressure? 
He may look at you a little strangely, but 
there are reasons for these requests. 
First, if you are going to be using an inflat- 
able around a rocky shoreline, it will have 
to be able to take a lot more punishment 
than you will give it jumping on it in a 
showroom. Pumping the inflatable to 














twice the fill pressure does two things: It 
serves to check the integrity of the 
seams; and it simulates what might hap- 
pen if you fill your boat to the proper psi 
and leave it out in the hot sun. Most man- 
ufacturers conduct burst testing at three 
times fill pressure so twice is not too much 
for a well-made boat. The only inflatables 
which will not fill to twice the pressure are 
Zodiac and Explorer. These have special 
relief valves to make sure that they do not 
become over inflated. This is not done to 
hide defects in workmanship but to pre- 
vent owners and users from damaging 
the boat through carelessness. 

It is in your own best interest to shop 
around. Visiting dealers and seeing the 
boats will fully acquaint you with the boats 
and accessories available. A good qual- 
ity inflatable, especially a sport boat, will 
cost just as much or even slightly more 
than a “hard” boat of comparable size.

OWNING AN INFLATABLE 

Once you buy your inflatable, the fun 
and learning begins. If you have never 
owned a boat before, or even if you have 
owned several boats, you should take a 
course in basic boat handling. These are 
offered by the United States Power 
Squadron and the Coast Guard Auxiliary 
throughout the country. They are free or 
at most only a few dollars. What you learn 
will not make you an experienced sea 
captain overnight, but will familiarize you 
with the rules and regulations and give 
you considerably more confidence. 

Taking care of an inflatable is not a 
major task. The best maintenance is a 
good bath with dishwashing detergent 
after each use. Sand, dirt and debris can 
get into nooks and crannies and cause 
wear. If you plan to store your boat in- 
flated, you should release some of the air 
and allow the material to rest. This will 
prevent stretching, expecially with nylon 
fabric, which in time could change the 
lines of the boat and its handling charac- 
teristics. The surface coating usually will 
not require special attention, but you may 
find that spraying the floor area of sport 
boats occasionally with Armor-All will 
make it easier to insert the floorboards. 
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If you select an inflatable with a hard 
flooring, consider installing indoor/out- 
door carpeting. The standard flooring is 
very slippery when you are wearing wet 
booties and the carpet will provide some 
traction. The carpet will also help reduce 
your maintenance by protecting the 
varnished floor. 

Inflating your boat is a simple opera- 
tion. Every manufacturer provides a foot 
pump with each boat. In addition there 
are options such as a Y attachment which 
allows the use of two foot pumps at the 
same time. All you have to do is stand up 
on them and walk. Electrical pumps 
which operate from a cigarette lighter re- 
ceptacle are available; another attach- 
ment will allow you to fill your boat from 
one or more scuba tanks. Some enterpris- 
ing folks even use the exhaust from their 
vacuum cleaners for inflation. 

Using your inflatable as a diving plat- 
form is also easy. To enter the water, just 
sit on the tube and roll back. An inflatable 
is so stable that two or more divers can 
enter the water at the same time from the 
same side of the boat without tipping it at 
all. Getting back into the boat is also easy 
if you follow a few simple steps. First, put 
hanging lines on the boat. These are

lengths of line with a clip or fastener on 
one end. You then swim up, take off your 
weightbelt and attach it to one of the 
hanging lines; do the same with your 
tank. Next, push yourself down into the 
water slightly and then pull up, give a kick 
and roll on into the boat. 

You will need some safety equipment 
and the primary one is a boatman who is 
not going to dive. You may skipper your 
boat to and from the dive spot but it is the 
boatman who takes care of any problems 
that might arise while you are diving. It is 
also the boatman’s job to come after you 
if the current should carry you and your 
buddy too far away for a safe swim. 

Always Carry Oars or a couple of good 
canoe paddles. An inflatable is not the 
easiest boat to row, especially if you are 
heading into the wind. But if your motor 
fails, those oars or paddles will be your 
only means of locomotion. You can also 
use the oars to keep your boat away from 
docks and piers with those nice long nails. 

If you choose your inflatable carefully, it 
will be an investment, not a purchase. 
Look over the want ad section of your 
local newspaper. When you find an inflat- 
able listed, you will see that it is selling 
used for about what it cost originally. =»

The evolution of the Florida 
Keys as a dive resort destination is moving 
at an astounding pace and the Keys today 
are nothing like they were five years ago. In 
an effort to help bring you up to date, SKIN 
DIVER personally visited each and every 
dive operator for the following update.

Technifacts 


BY E. R. CROSS 


he basic purpose of this column is to 

stimulate an interest in the technical 
aspects of diving and in dive safety. It will 
be devoted to providing factual answers 
to questions from SKIN DIVER readers. 
Answers will apply to the majority of dive 
situations, problems, and equipment en- 
countered in today’s diving.

DECOMPRESSION PROBLEMS 

A reader wrote recently describing the 
diving pattern of his and his partners, the 
use of decompression meters, and the 
rather radical difference in what the met- 
ers read and what the tables indicated 
the divers should have in the way of de- 
compression. In his letter he stated, ‘‘l will 
describe the diving habits that | and two 
other divers have, then ask for your com- 
ments. We dive an average of once a 
week on a reef that is 65 feet deep at the 
base of the drop-off and rises up toward 
the surface a distance of from 2 to as 
much as 15 feet. Our pattern is always the 
same: a 45 minute bottom time for the first 
dive; a 90 minute surface interval: 
another dive of 45 minutes; surface with- 
out decompression. We each use a de- 
compression meter and all of them have 
always indicated that we are in the safe 
zone and require no decompression 
stops. After reading an SDM editorial we 
became worried about this and worked 
out the Navy tables for our diving pattern. 

_The tables indicated we would require an 
8 hour surface interval between dives to 
the deepest point (65 feet) to avoid de- 
compression on the second dive. Or, 
looking at it in another way, we would 
have to have adecompression stop at ten 
feet for 23 minutes if we followed our pre- 
sent dive pattern, | would like answers to 
such questions as: Why the large discre- 
pancy between the decompression 
meter and the tables? Is our diving pat- 
tern a safe one? Are there any cases of 
bends in divers who carefully follow the 
decompression meters?” 

Probably the cause of the discrepancy 
between the decompression require- 
ments indicated by the meters and as 
required by the tables is that your diving 
is not all at a depth of 65 feet. Yet, since 
this is the deepest point in your dive, you 
must use this for entering the Navy de- 
compression table (actually 70 feet since 
this is the next greatest depth). You 
stated you followed the contour of the reef

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imply the sale of life support equipment through the mail. 
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which would make your diving depths 
something between 50 and 65 feet. De- 
compression tables to compensate for a 
variable depth dive are not available and 
would be quite unwieldly if they were. As 
a result, in the use of the Navy tables, you 
must use the greatest depth reached for 
the total time of the dive. Also it is imprac- 
tical for a diver to keep a record of time at 
various depths and try to work out de- 
compression requirements. A decom- 
pression meter, on the other hand, Is re- 
cording gas transfer at a rate depending 
on actual depth. If your depth changes, 
so does the rate of gas transfer and the 
rate the meter arrow moves toward indi- 
cating a need for decompression. This 
could easily be the reason for the discre- 
pancy in the two decompression re- 
quirements. 

And, even though the actual depth to 
the bottom might be 65 feet (or 50 feet to 
the top of the reef) a diver would almost 
never be at those depths because he 
swims above the actual ocean bottom by 
anything from two to several feet. Even 
though you may be near the bottom of the 
reef drop-off you may be no deeper than 
60 feet. 7 

It is in rapidly changing, multi-depth 
dives that adecompression meter proves 
of greatest value. In the case of you and 
your two buddies, each with a meter, it is 
easy to check accuracy. By comparing 
the meter readings you can tell almost 
immediately if an error does develop in 
one of them. 

lf all three decompression meters in 
use indicate you are in the no decom- 
pression range, your dive pattern is, sub- 
ject to the comments in the following 
paragraphs, safe. As a check, try to 
evaluate your average depth-time for one 
of your dive patterns and then check 
against the tables for that average. | am 
sure you will find the tables and the met- 
ers will not be far apart. 

My commercial diving work, involving 
myself as a diver plus as many as six 
other divers on some jobs, is such that we 
make many multi-depth, multi-time dives 
in a day. It would be absolutely impossi- 
ble to work tables for such diving. My 
policy is that all divers must use a de- 
compression meter to indicate when they 
are nearing no decompression limits. We 


also keep a dive log and if a meter be-. 


comes erratic, as they very infrequently 
do, the diver with the erratic meter goes 
on the tables or quits diving for the day if 
the meter indicated he was near the no 
decompression limit. 

My recommendation in the use of de- 
compression meters is that if only one 
meter is used by two or more divers 
working exactly together, use that meter 
only as a warning to avoid decompres- 
sion and as a check to see if you worked 
the tables correctly. If two or three divers 
are working together, again, exactly 
together, and all divers have meters that 
are reading the same, use the meters to 
control the dive and decompression pat-

tern and the tables as a record in the 
event of a meter malfunction. 

Commercial divers have much better 
support equipment and better trained 
and qualified personnel than is usually 
the case in sport diving. OSHA regula- 
tions for commercial diving prohibit any 
diving deeper than 60 feet or at any depth 
requiring decompression unless a re- 
compression chamber is on board the 
dive platform. It is obvious then that sport 
divers should scrupulously avoid getting 
into, or nearly into, decompression div- 
ing. Adecompression meter is invaluable 
in accomplishing this. Support personnel 
and equipment is so minimal in sport div- 
ing that the possibility of an accident is 
sometimes intensified. Avoidance of de- 
compression diving becomes even more 
critical when support personnel and 
equipment required to treat.dive acci- 
dents are not readily available. 

Have divers ever been bent while using 
decompression meters? The answer is 
yes, they have. The two cases | know of 
involved divers who had made repetitive 
dives, all of which were up to the 
no decompression limit as indicated by 
the meters. It is in making several repeti- 
tive dives that almost involve the need for 
decompression stops that the meters are 
most likely to lead the diver into prob- 
lems. However, keep in mind that there 
have also been many cases of bends in 
divers who faithfully followed the decom- 
pression tables. Again, these bends 
cases usually involved divers who made 
repetitive dives to the near no decom- 
pression time limit, or who actually got 
into decompression stop diving. 

Finally, Keep in mind that no instrument 
or table will Keep you safe if you disregard 
the results of that meter or table. Abso- 
lutely no one is immune to accidents if 
safe procedures are ignored. 


THE MARK 15 

The MK-15 diving outfit is the U.S. 
Navy’s designation for an advanced un- 
derwater breathing apparatus adapted 
from the Biomarine Industries CCR-1000 
Closed circuit, mixed gas, self-contained 
underwater breathing apparatus. The 
Navy's EX-16 and EX-17 are also adapta- 
tions of the Biomarine unit. All three moa- 
ifications or adaptations are designed to 
permit military divers to work on 
specialized dive missions to depths of 
300 meters (about 975 feet). 

The Biomarine Industries CCR-1000 
scuba outfit is a lightweight, closed cir- 
cuit rebreather that permits diving at a 
depth of 300 meters for six hours. It was 
first used by commercial divers and then 


_ adapted to specialized military needs. 


The CCR-1000 stores 18 cubic feet of 
oxygen at a pressure of 3000 psi. Helium 
and probably traces of other gases serve 
as diluent gases. It is a two chambered

unit, one chamber carrying the oxygen 
with its separate hose, the other the di- 
luent gas also with its own hose system. 
Both hoses feed gases into the breathing 
chamber where they are mixed and be- 
come a respirable gas. A CO2 absorbing 


- system scrubs the expired gas for re- 


breathing and there is no gas exhausted 
from the unit while in use. 

The Biomarine Industries’ CCR-1000 
UBA and the Navy's MK-15, EX-16 and 
EX-17 look nothing like conventional 
scuba. Also they are not available for 
sport diver use because of both cost and 
complexity. Finally, the cost of support 
equipment and personnel that would 
permit use of these systems make the 
units impractical for sport use. 


SWIMMER PROPULSION UNIT 

There is'a continuous trickle of letters to 
Technifacts requesting information on 
parts, etc., for building a swimmer prop- 
ulsion unit (SPU). Basically, readers want 
enough information so they can construct 
a unit and the problem is principally in 
where to find the necessary plans and 
parts needed to do the job. In reply to 
those readers who have written in the 
past several months, try your local library 
for a copy of Popular Mechanics for July, 
1974. | checked In the local library, found 
the issue in question and reviewed the 
article. It should permit a reasonably 
talented, mechanically inclined person to 
build an SPU. In 1974 Popular Mechanics 
had full scale plans available for this unit. 
Write the magazine for current availabil- 
ity. Five years is a long time. 

More recently a reader wrote saying, “| 
secured plans from Popular Mechanics 
and built one of the SPU’s in my spare 


time at a cost of about $150. | have been — 


well pleased with the performance of this 
unit and would recommend it to anyone 
interested.” 

| still have not been able to find plans 
for a one or two man dry type submersi- 
ble.

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O” of the main reasons | came to live in Bermuda, a sub- 
tropical island paradise, was to dive. | had heard about 
the abundance of marine life, the 12 month dive season — 
and, most of all, about the ships which had been lured and 
captured by the treacherous reef that encircles the island, 
stretching out as far as 12 miles from the shore. ; 

Within two weeks of my arrival | discovered the local dive 
club, signed up as a member, and started my training. It was 
then that | first learned about the wreck of a luxurious, three 
deck passenger liner called the Cristobal Colon. | was able to 
trace her story, but it was not until 10 months and almost 50 
dives later that my curiosity was satisfied. 

The original press reports on the wrecking of the Cristobal 
Colon can be found in the local library and its archives, along 
with the Court of Enquiry verdict and other relevant informa- 
tion. | was also fortunate enough to meet a Bermuda visitor who 
had actually been a passenger on the ship ten years before it 
ran aground. This was in its heyday, when it had plushly car- 
peted corridors, walls paneled with carved mahogany, beauti- 
ful chandeliers and dining tables set with silver. There was 
even a chapel on board with a floor of varigated tiles. 

The Cristobal Colon, registered in 1923 at Barcelona, Spain 
set out from New York in the summer of 1936 with several pas- 
sengers aboard. This was just after the outbreak of the Spanish 
Civil War. In mid-ocean the command of the ship was seized 
by a special committee, said to be acting on orders from the 
_ Spanish government. After this coup, the ship wandered 
around European ports until all its passengers had deserted. 
Managing to evade the Spanish blockade and landing in Sa- 
tandar, Spain, she sailed to Cardiff, Wales. Taking on a cargo 
of coal in Cardiff, she set off on her last journey. 

Itis still a mystery whether her destination was Mexico, 

or Cuba to pick up arms and munitions for the 

Spanish Loyalist forces. However, on the 
moonlit night of October 25, 1936, 

the Cristobal Colon was trav- 
eling at her full speed 
of 15 knots. 

Her 
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radio officer was enjoying a broadcast from Spain — instead of 
listening for navigational signals which would have warned him 
that North Rock Light was out of order. Her captain mistakenly 
identified the channel lights, which resulted in the ship’s run- 
ning hard aground on a coral outcrop, eight miles off the east 
end of Bermuda. 

There were no passengers on board at the time of the 
grounding but there was a crew of 160, including six 
stewardesses. 

Salvage negotiations began with a New York firm which was 
asking $1,800 a day plus $50,000 if the efforts were success- 
ful. There was also a salvage offer from the local Admiralty. For 
unknown reasons, Captain Crescencia Navarro Delgado re- 
fused these offers for two days. Several attempts were then 
made by local tugs to salvage the ship, but when these all 
failed, it was finally abandoned. 

The Cristobal Colon remained like an iron fortress stuck on 
the reef with a good deal of its superstructure showing. Look- 
ing like a ship triumphantly riding the waves, it was a perfect 
decoy and enticed the Norwegian freighter, /risto, to its doom 
on anearby reef in 1937. As a result, the Cristobal’s funnel and 
masts were removed to prevent another misnap. 

In 1942 the U.S. Air Force used the Cristobal for target prac- 
tice and, after six years on the reef, she finally slipped into a 
watery grave beneath the waves. Thirty-six years later | dived 
on the wreck. | was immediately struck by its enormous size. 
Originally 480 feet long, it now covers an area of approximately 
100,000 sq. ft. The hull is broken into three main sections, the 
bow, mid-section and stern, which straddle the reef outcrop on 
which the ship originally became impaled. The bow lies near- 
est to the island and in 15 to 45 feet of water. This section of the 
hull is fairly well intact and it is possible for a diver to swim inside. 
Some of the original deck railings are still in place, although 
they are now covered with swaying deep purple seafans, sea- 
rods and other creatures. 2 

The mid-section lies scattered in shallower water, at about 
20 feet. The most outstanding features here are two enormous 
propéllers, one lying flat and the other standing vertically with 
its six foot blades — these had been carried on deck as 
spares. A diver can also see two of the original six vertical boil- 
ers along with a four foot winch, the remains of the four large 
1775 hp steam turbine engines and an assortment of other ma- 
chinery including pipes, valves and gear boxes, some of 
which are brass or copper. 


Nearby there are two giant flywheels, about 8 feet in di- 
ameter, which are attached to the twin prop shafts. These drop 
down to 40 feet and lead to more of the mid-section super- 
structure which is lying on its side with a row of holes where the 
brass portholes used to be. It is also possible to swim into this 
section. Here one finds the remains of the passengers’ bath- 
rooms, with baths, toilets and even some floor tiles still intact. 


The stern section lies in about 50 feet of water, also on its 
side, displaying 2 string of portholes which look very attractive 
with sunlight streaming through them. The stern deck railings 
are also still intact. 

Scattered all around the wreckage are pieces of coal. This 
was the Cristobal’s cargo when it sank. Shells can also be 
found, remnants from the Air Force bombing in 1942. All of the 
superstructure is encrusted with brain, star and fire coral. 
_ Since the wreck is on the edge of the outer reef and eight 
miles from the island, there is an abundance of fish life, includ- 
ing: coneys, angelfish, parrot fish, butterflyfish, wrasses and 
rock beauties, as well as pelagics such as great barracudas, 
bonitas and jacks. There are also special visitors which can be 
found in enormous schools — creole wrasses with rich purple 
bodies and bright yellow lips. 

Since my first dive on the Cristobal Colon | have been back 
many times. For me there is always a certain magic about this 
wreck, not merely because of its sad story but also because on 
each dive there is something new to see, find or experience 
among the wreckage. >#*

hand light. The sides of Airport’s caves 
are covered mostly with fine red-violet 
coralline algae, soft yellow sponges 
and the black, long-spined sea urchin. 
A patient diver may find an assortment 
of weird nudibranchs in some of the 
little side tunnels in the reef and a 
leisurely swim along the reef front will 
reveal the strange elephant trunk sea 
cucumber. This furry beast protrudes 
from beneath sandy-bottomed ledges 
and gropes about, processing sedi- 
ment. Grab one for a real experience. 
Then let is go, like everything else 
Jamaican. The reefs and their inhabit- 
ants are under strict protection. 
Those who favor greater depths, I 
am told, will find Point and Further 
Point, the seaward reefs from Airport, 
the dives of their lives. I am not an 
experienced deep diver, but I’ve seen 
friends emerge from a dive at Point 
with one huge smile and a constant 
stream of impressions. The reefs top off 
here at about 90 or 100 feet, and drop 
along a wall of well-hung plate corals 
as deep as one might wish to go. 
East of Montego Bay stretches a long 
train of surf-washed reefs and quiet 
lagoonal waters, but most of these reefs 
are accessible only by shore swims. Ac- 
commodations can be had in St. Ann’s 
Bay, Runaway Bay, Ocho Rios, and 
Port Antonio — details vary and it is

best to plan through your local dive 
shop or travel agent if you haven’t your 
own friends and contacts on Jamaica. 
Where the overpowering theme of 
Montego’s reefs is labyrinth, the north 
coast reef is a series of terrace-like 
meadows of lush coral growth, broken 
only by ever-widening serpentine sand 
channels that spill over the escarpment 
to a sand plain, or moat, at 70-100 feet 
depending upon where one goes. In 
the moat float pinnacle reefs, whose 
bases lie on the steepening fore-reef 
slope and eventually give way to the 
vertical wall of coral. 

Shy, set apart, restful and magical, 
Negril is an island within an island in 
spirit. The reefs are most peculiar, and 
are arranged ina series of banks which 
sit atop apparently relict reef struc- 
tures. Shallow elkhorn reefs surround 
Booby Cay, a short, pleasant swim 
from the Negril nude beach. Several 
hundred yards seaward of this fringe 
are extensive and weird shallow reef 
platforms, bottoming out on a sand 
and algal plain at 30 feet. In many 
places there is a third reef bank at 60 
feet, consisting of cross-linked, short 
pinnacles and knobs of star coral with 
small ledges and tunnels. A fourth 
bank of reefs, at about 120 feet, finishes 
the series with forests of black coral. 

Vacation diving in Jamaica right now

site South Caicos is the island of Grand 
Turk which also sits on a cliff. 

Between these two land masses a na- 
tural deep water canyon is formed called 
the Turks Island Passage. It is this 
unique combination of geographic lo- 
cation and deep vertical reef profile 
which creates a natural channel that 
huge schools of pelagics and deep 
water creatures must pass through as 
they migrate from the open Atlantic 
Ocean to schooling grounds in the south 
Caribbean. Manta rays, dolphins, bar- 
racuda, eagle rays, sharks, turtles, 
pompanos, and even whales inevitably 
come through this passage. 

Most of South Caicos’ 1600 inhabi- 
tants reside in the village of Cockburn 
Harbor. During the last three centuries 
the island produced thousands of tons 
of salt, but that industry came to a halt in 
the mid 60's. Today the salt flats are 
abandoned and the land is slowly be- 
coming a wildlife sanctuary. 

Overlooking the scenic fishing village 
of Cockburn Harbor is a dive resort 





known as the Admiral’s Arms Inn. With a 
picturebook view from the bar and res- 
taurant, this small but growing hotel can 
provide accommodations for up to 35 
people. Present plans call for 12 addi- 
tional rooms to be built by November, 
1979. Also included in the expansion 
program are two tennis courts, a volley- 
ball/badminton court and a larger res- 
taurant. Managed by Joe and Judi Es- 
posito, the Admiral’s Arms Inn was once 
part of a salt plantation. 

The main building, built over 125 
years ago, was converted into a hotel 
some 18 years ago. Retaining all the 
charm and island atmosphere from 
plantation days, the old plantation house 
has become the nucleus for the hotel 
and is comprised of a game room, sitting 
room, ship’s bar, dining room, check-in 
desk, manager’s quarters and veranda 
overlooking the pool and ocean. Both 
PADI instructors and paramedics, the 
Espositos are tuned-in to divers’ needs 
and capable of handling most medical 
problems that may arise.

Docked directly in front of the dive 
shop is a 34 foot triple hull Flattop boat 
which is powered by twin 75 hp out- 
boards.

For smaller groups or for groups 
larger than 30 divers, Turk-Cai Water- 
sports has just purchased a 22 foot cat- 
amaran Flattop. Both boats provide an 
extremely stable platform for diving in 
rough water. Most of the dive sites are 
just 10 to 20 minutes away from the ma- 
rina, which allows maximum diving time 
with minimum travel time. On a regularly 
scheduled day there are three tank 
dives: a morning departure at 9:00 am 
for a two tank dive and a 2:30 pm depar- 
ture for a one tank dive. Night dives are 
scheduled weekly. 

The dive operation maintains an in- 
ventory of 80 aluminum J-valve tanks 
and 12 full sets of rental gear, backed by 
a Worthington 15 cfm/5000 psi compres- 
sor and an Ingersoll-Rand 15 cfm/5000 
pump. The 21 cylinder storage bank 
holds 8400 cubic feet of air. 

The Admiral’s Arms Inn offers a spe- 
cial one week scuba package for divers. 
Included are seven nights hotel accom- 
modations, three meals per day, six 
days of diving including air, tanks, 
weightbelt, and boat transportation. 
Total cost is $356 (based on double 
occupancy). For four nights, a similar 
package is only $214. 

The majority of South Caicos’ visitors 
fly direct from Miami via Southeast Air- 
lines. Round trip air fare is $153 and 


‘ baggage weighing over 44 pounds is 


charged 35¢ per pound (strictly en- 
forced). Flights are also available from 
Nassau via Bahamasair. Private planes 
can land on the 6500 foot paved and 
lighted jetport at any time. 

Whether you plan to travel alone or with 
a group, hotel reservations and flight ar- 
rangements can be made easily by call- 
ing Co-Pilot Travel Consultants in Virgin- 
ia.

ne of the newest dive resort facilities in the Bahamas is the 

Chub Cay Dive Center, located at an exclusive fish- 
ing resort in the Berry Islands. Just north of Andros Island and 
between Nassau and Bimini, this scuba facility adds a new 
dimension to Bahamas diving. 

Chub Cay is a small island, seven miles long and one mile 
wide and at the southern end of the Berries. Itis perched on the 
very edge of a deep channel known as the Tongue of the 
Ocean. The edge of this unique channel forms a spectacular 
vertical drop-off and natural fish trap for ocean-roaming fish. 

At the western tip of this small island is an exclusive fishing 
resort known as the Chub Cay Club. In operation for 19 years, 
this club has primarily catered to deep water fishermen and 
yachtsmen and has hosted many big game fishing 
tournaments. It.is a small, comfortable and tastefully designed 
resort, completely self-sufficient with its own desalination plant, 
water tower, electrical generating plant, airport and marina. 

The Chub Cay Club is basically a conglomerate of three 
separate and distinct.resort centers. There is the Yacht Club, 
which is a group of 18 attractively furnished hotel rooms 
conveniently located right at the marina, complete with its own 
freshwater swimming pool. These particular accommodations 
are ideal for divers since the dive center, dive boat, and 
restaurant are but a few steps from the hotel rooms. The Beach 
Club, located on the far side of the marina, is another complete 
complex of 20 rooms situated close to the beach and a large 
freshwater swimming pool. The Villas are a group of eight 
private cottages also located on the beach and primarily 
designed for families and small groups. There are two 
restaurants, both offering excellent menus. 7 

Chub Cay Club also boasts one of the finest deep water 
marinas in the Bahamas. There are 75 separate slips for both 
large and medium sized yachts as well as sailboats. The 
channel and marina will accommodate vessels with up to a 
nine foot draft and up to 146 feet in length. Water, fuel and 
electricity are also available. 


Although fishing and yachting are regarded as the main 
activities at Chub Cay Club, the resort does offer many other 
recreational activities. There are two asphalt-topped tennis 
courts close to the marina with lights for nighttime playing. 
There is also a 350 foot driving range for golf enthusiasts and 
some 20 rental bicycles for touring the island. One of the most 
recent additions is a mile and one-half nature trail for hikers and 
birdwatchers who are interested in viewing the flora and fauna 
unique to this Bahamaian island. For those who prefer quiet 
relaxation, there is swimming, sunbathing and beachcombing 
on several magnificent untouched sand beaches which rim the 
island. Chub Cay is a quiet, relaxed island resort with a small 
population of 50 residents who work at the hotel or live in the 15 
private homes nearby. 

Eight months ago the Chub Cay Club proudly opened its new 
dive center. This small but well equipped facility is located right 
at the marina close to the yacht club. Two Worthington 5000 psi 
air compressors have been installed complete with four giant 
high pressure flasks which can store 10,000 cubic feet of high 
pressure air. The dive center’s equipment includes 60 rental 
scuba tanks, a dozen single-hose regulators, a dozen BC's 
plus a variety of small accessories, weightbelts, and lead 
shot/marbles for At-Pac units. 

The dive center has three different dive boats of various sizes 
to accommodate both small and large groups of visiting divers. 
The largest is a 36 foot triple-hull Flattop, powered by 140 hp 
Evinrudes and capable of carrying 22 divers. There is also a 
26 foot twin-hulled Flattop that can carry up to 12 divers anda 
24 foot Proline utility craft which can carry four divers. The dive 
center is managed by Tony Taylor, an experienced Bahamian 
guide who has worked at several other dive resorts in the 
Bahamas. 

Because of its close proximity to the Tongue of the Ocean, 
Chub Cay is a fishwatcher’s delight. On every dive there are 
exciting encounters with schools of fish including: Bermuda 
chub, yellowtail jacks, amberjacks, horse-eye jacks, eagle 
rays, and big snappers. The reefs are literally teeming with fish. 

There is an exciting drop-off located less than a mile directly 
out from the Chub Cay marina. The top of this wall lies in 60 feet 
of water and drops away to approximately 6000 feet. Visibility 
along the drop-off ranges from 100 to 200 feet and it is here that 
divers will frequently see giant groupers and eagle rays 
cruising by. The top of the wall is decorated with a variety of 
colorful sponges and tropical fish. 

One-half mile out from the marina and one-quarter mile south 
of Mama Rhoda Rock is lovely Squirrelfish Reef. Depths 
average 20 feet and the coral formations stretch for more than 
one-quarter mile across the bottom. In addition to the great 
abundance of squirrelfish, this reef also supports a large 
community of angelfish, snappers, grunts and groupers. The 
bottom terrain consists of high coral heads decorated with 
seafans, gorgonians and sea plumes. Large numbers of 
Christmas tree worms can be found on many of the high coral 
heads. Other good dive spots around Chub Cay include Chub 
Point, Diamond Rock, the Ledge and the Plane Wreck. 

Getting to Chub Cay is amazingly simple and easy. This 
small island is only a 15 minute flight from Miami and there are 
private charter flights scheduled on an almost daily basis. The 
resort has its own 5000 foot runway which is large enough to 
accommodate private jets and small commerical airliners. 
Chub Cay is also designated as an international port of entry 
and visitors are quickly and easily cleared through Bahamian 
Customs and Immigations. Hotel reservations and flight 
arrangements can be made by contacting Underwater 
Unlimited, 216 Palermo, Coral Gables, FL 33134. Should you 
want to discuss your trip or confirm reservations quickly, you 
can call (805) 445-7837. Bookings and arrangements are 
handied by Jules Craynock, a certified instructor and 
experienced Chub Cay diver on staff at the dive store. >»

ins in hand, I stood panting in the 

thin atmosphere. The Lake of the 
Sun glistened before me, reflecting the 
snowy walls of the volcano rising into 
the mist. I shivered, not so much from 
the cold as from the sheer anticipation 
of making a dive here, in the highest 
lake in the world. 

From the base of the 6000 foot valley 
below, the Toluca volcano in Mexico 
rises to nearly 14,000 feet above sea 
level. Secreted within its perimeter are 
two lakes, named by the Aztecs Lake of 
the Moon and Lake of the Sun. These 
twin lakes are the highest known in the 
world, higher than Peru’s Lake Titicaca. 

Geologically, the lake beds are the 
result of two depressions left by a cool- 
ing lava plug. Icy water from years of 
snow and storms eventually filled the 
depressions, forming the lakes ages be- 
fore the first Aztec priest journeyed 
here about 1000 years ago. 

Not surprisingly, little archaeologi- 
cal work has been done in the lake. In 
fact, because of the brutal conditions, 
only a handful of dives have ever been 


made here. Violent storms and 70 mph 
winds frequently sweep the landscape. 
The ever-present clouds, which some- 
times pull back to let the sun shine 
through, can recede again bringing 


near zero visibility in an astonishingly 


short time. 

Javier Maas Moreno, diving officer at 
the university in Mexico City and a per- 
sonal friend, had invited us to make the 
trip. Our dives would test a new pro- 
totype set of high altitude tables de- 
veloped at the university. 

Most divers are aware that altitude 
diving requires reduced bottom time 
and depth limits because of the low 
atmospheric pressure at the surface. 
The U.S. Navy dive tables are based on 
returning to a surface pressure of 14.7 
psi (one atmosphere). Unfortunately, 
at 14,000 feet above sea level, we were 
breathing air at about half the normal 
pressure. Significant dive limits had to 
be imposed to prevent the bends. _ 

The low air pressure also means low 
“partial’” or component pressures of 
the air. The low oxygen partial pres- 
sure is particularly a problem. Climbers 
and backpackers refer to the problem 
as ‘‘altitude sickness.’’ It causes 
lethargy, fatigue, headache, dizziness, 
nausea and vision difficulties. It is sim- 
ply a result of the body’s not getting 
enough oxygen to supply its needs. 

I found in preparing for the dive that 
the simplest tasks required frequent 


rest stops. I became lightheaded and 
out of breath just from carrying my 
dive gear 50 yards to the water’s edge! 
My sea level circulatory system was 
taking quite a beating in the thin air. I 
envied my Mexican companions’ extra 


red blood cells developed during a life 


spent at 7000 feet in Mexico City. The 
extra blood cells help improve oxygen 
transport to the tissues. 

The low oxygen partial pressure has 
other amazing effects. The use of a 
snorkel is impossible because of the 
breathing inefficiency that it intro- 
duces. You simply can’t get enough air 
through it. All of the normal little hin- 


drances to breathing that are accepta- ~ 


ble at sea level are simply intolerable 
here. The use of a snorkel, a long sur- 
face swim, too tight a hood, a restrict- 
ing wetsuit and many other factors can 
literally cause a diver to black out at this 
altitude. We carried several portable 
oxygen bottles with masks to revive 
anyone who began to feel dizzy. 

To further complicate the dive plan- 
ning, our normal depth gauges would 
not read correctly here. Since we were 
entering fresh water, the difference in 
water density required a conversion 
factor to calculate depths; not even the 
standard ascent rate of 60 feet per mi- 
nute could be used. The computer dic- 
tated a 35 feet per minute rate of ascent. 


The problems continued. Traveling.

titude, within the span of a few hours 
meant that we had more nitrogen in 
our systems than was prescribed for 
beginning a dive at 14,000 feet. We had 
not yet desaturated to ambient pres- 
sure so, in effect, we already had re- 
sidual nitrogen in our systems. The 
only choice was tg assign ourselves a 
suitable repetitive dive group, making 


our first dive in the lake, for all practical 


purposes, a repetitive one. 

Cold and arduous dive factors 
further reduced the normal allowable 
time and depth limits. I traced my 
finger along the computer print-out to 
find our new dive profile — an incredi- 
ble answer: Twenty minutes at 40 feet 
as the maximum safe dive! A normal 
ocean dive would have allowed 210 
minutes at the same depth. The infor- 
mation confirmed our belief that the 
previous divers in the Nevado de To- 
luca were lucky rather than know- 
ledgeable. The dives were undoubt- 
edly made in ignorance of proper div- 
ing schedules. Probably the freezing 
temperatures and poor quality wet- 
suits drove the divers from the water 
before they could exceed their limits. 

The team on this dive consisted of 
myself, Javier and two of his highly 
experienced divemasters. He and I 
would lead, the other two divers would 
parallel us, slightly behind and to the 
side. Another diver waited at the 
water's edge, suited up to help in case 
of emergency. The backup diver stood 
by the safety line and oxygen bottles. 

I inflated my dry suit slightly but it 
still felt like I was leaning against a re- 
frigerator door. The plan was to move 
to chest deep water and then drop 
under, avoiding surface swimming as 
much as possible. 

As I crouched in the water to check 
my buoyancy | discovered a discom- 
forting fact. I was too light. No air in my 
flotation pack but still too light? Not 
possible I thought; I should actually be 
overweighted due to the lesser density 
of fresh water. Reluctantly, I exhausted 
all the air from my dry suit. (And discov- 
ered to my dismay a pinhole leak in 
the crotch of my exposure suit — I may 
never be the same.) Still too light! A 
pull from my hands finally got me 
under but it was not until later that I 
discovered the problem: It was a simple 
application of Boyle’s Law. The one- 
quarter inch thick suit material, com- 
posed of foam celled neoprene, had 
expanded to a hefty three-eighths inch. 
The increased volume meant increased 
buoyancy. 

We kicked along slowly and care- 
fully, trying to keep our fins away from 
the bottom. It was like flying above a 
cloud bank, but the clouds were the 
consistency of chocolate whipped 
cream. I once sank to my thighs before 
using my BC inflator to lift myself out 
of the muck.

hides gold and other treasures sack- 
ed from Mexico during Cortez’s con- 
quests. The retreating armies were be- 
lieved to have thrown the treasures 
into the water to lighten their bundles 
as they crossed the mountains. 

Visibility was surprisingly good 
(about 20-30 feet) but it clouded quickly 
from the thrusts of our fins. We were 
forced to keep moving to avoid losing 
one another in clouds of silt. 

Javier had warned me that I would 
get my best photos in the first few mi- 
nutes.

The 
cold water numbed my exposed face 
and my head started to hurt. It was 
becoming progressively difficult to 
concentrate on f stops and camera set- 
tings.

As I fumbled to pull back the edge of 
the glove covering my watch, Javier 
touched my arm. Ten minutes more he 
signaled.
